The date is the 25th November 2011 and the time according to the 
clock on the wall in here is 3.21pm. 

Just before we go into any detail I have to point out that you are under 
caution. Cautioned, caution broken down and explained in depth. Do 
you understand that? 

Yeah. 

The next thing is fair to say is to point out is that you are not under 
arrest you came here voluntarily today and you are free to leave at any 
stage. Do you understand that? 

Yeah. 

You have the rights to legal advice I think it's fair to say and you have 
legal advice here with you today? 

Yeah. 

For the benefit of the tape, just reiterate the point that whilst Mr. Terry 
is being interviewed regarding some quite serious allegations of 
Criminal Misconduct, he is here voluntarily, we made it very clear 
through previous conversations with your colleagues that we want to 
co-operate as full as we can with the police. We also want to make it 
clear that we've provided to you before the interview a bundle of 
documents, I think might be appropriate for the audit trail that you 
explain or for the records, say what we've given you? 

I was just about to say the next part was that prior to this you have 
provided us with a prepared statement which we've had the opportunity 
to read already, I understand that either you or one of your legal 
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representatives will read out during this interview. You've provided us 
with some alternative footage, or other footage provided by Chelsea 
Football Club? 

Yeah. 

And you've also provided us with a number of character statements? 
Correct, and in that respect whilst we make no point about this 
obviously in terms of the previous disclosure, we're talking about 
Exhibit CGS/3 but just prior to the interview being recorded we've been 
shown another Exhibit CGS/2, we make no point about that save to 
record the fact that we've just been shown this a minute or two before 
the interview takes place. 

Okay, thank you. We've gone through the formalities, the reason that 
you are here is that an allegation was made to police that an incident 
took place during the QPR Chelsea game on the 23rd October. An 
allegation has been made of a Public Order Offence which is racially 
aggravated. 

I'll just explain what that is before we go on. It's alleged that you used 
either threatening abuse of insulting words or behaviour or disorderly 
behaviour with intent to cause a person harassment, alarm or distress, 
thereby causing that, or another person harassment, alarm or distress 
and that that is racially aggravated. That's the matter that we're 
investigating and are you happy that you understand why you're here 
and the reason that we're going to be asking you some questions? 
Yeah. 

We are going to ask some questions and I think that now is probably a 
good time for you or your legal representative, your solicitor to go 
through your prepared statement? 
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So we prepared a statement which we've given to the police before the 
interview and the statement concerns the allegation which is subject to 
criminal complaint. I'm going to read the statement out for the benefit of 
the tape, a copy has been given to the police before the interview took 
place. 

This statement is true to the best of Mr. Terry's knowledge and belief, 
he understands it may be tendered as evidence and it may be used in 
subsequent legal proceedings. 

The statement reads as follows. I John George Terry will say as 
follows. 

1) I'm a professional footballer currently playing for Chelsea Football 
Club, I also play for and Captain the England team. 

2) I'm 30 years old, married with two children and live with my family at 



3) I joined Chelsea FC in 1994 as a scholar playing initially in the 
Chelsea Youth Team and then progressed to the Reserve Side. I 
made my first team, debut for Chelsea in October 1998 and became a 
regular First Team Player in 2000. I was appointed Captain of Chelsea 
in 2003 and have held that position since, becoming the longest 
serving player at the Club. 

4) In June 2003 I made my England International debut I was 
appointed Captain in August 2006. I remain the current England Team 
Captain. 

5) Chelsea have many diverse and multi-cultural players and as 
Captain I make it my responsibility to welcome them to the club and 
help them, with their families, to integrate them with all other players 
and staff. 
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6) I have played well over 500 games for Chelsea and 72 times for 
England. I consider myself to be an experience player, having played 
at the top level for approximately 1 3 years. 

7) As Chelsea and England Captain and in light of my public profile on 
and off the pitch, I am very much aware of the obligations of proper 
conduct if my position requires. 

8) I now turn to the incident which is the subject of this investigation. 

9) On Sunday 23 October 201 1 at 4 P m I played in the Premier League 
Game between QPR and Chelsea at QPR's home ground at Loftus 
Road. This was a typical London Derby with both sides keen to win. It 
is fair to say the game did not go as well as we'd hoped and credit 
should be given to QPR for winning. Loftus Road is a relatively small 
stadium and the crowd are very close to the pitch. This adds to the 
atmosphere and greatly increases the noise around the ground from 
the fans. 

1 0) Two of our players had been sent off and we were pressing hard to 
score an equaliser after going a goal down early in the game. There 
were normal verbal exchanges between the players during the game. 
However unpleasant it's a fact of the modern game. I felt that QPR 
players were trying to unsettle us in this respect. 

11) The incident involving myself and Anton FERDINAND started 
approximately 83 minutes into the game. 

12) I think QPR deliberately kicked the ball out of play to treat an 
injured player and inspected us to return the ball to them. Being down 
to nine men and a goal behind we did not pass it back and the game 
resumed. We then won another throw in which was taken by my fellow 
player Branislav IVANOVIC. At the time I was in QPR's penalty area 
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and Branislav threw the ball in my direction. 

13) I was challenged by Anton who knocked me to the ground and I 
missed the ball. A few seconds later we recovered possession looking 
to play the ball back into the QPR area. Anton again collided with me 
off the ball and eventually the referee stopped the game for an offence 
against us. 

14) It was at this stage that Anton and I confronted each other face to 
face. This was in the 84th minute of the game. Anton was angry that 
we had not returned the ball to QPR earlier and said something like, 
"We should have fucking given the ball back." And then called me, "A 
fucking prick." I told him to, "Fuck off." I cannot remember exactly 
what was said after that, it was nothing particularly unusual and it was 
all about our failure to return the ball to them. The exchange lasted 
only a few seconds. Anton was however plainly angry, three other 
players were close to us, Branislav and two QPR players. I put my 
hand to my mouth suggesting Anton had bad breath and then started 
to run back to my defence position on the halfway line. 

15) I was jogging to the half way line to resume my position and had 
my back to Anton. I did not know that Anton was following me up the 
pitch or what was going on behind me, I had my back to him. 
However, I could hear him continue to shout and swear at me. 

16) When I reached my position around the half way line I turned to 
face play. Anton continued towards me and was about 20 to 25 yards 
away. As I turned around I saw Anton making at least one obscene 
gesture of a sexual nature with his hand, a pumping action, clearly 
directed at me and no other Chelsea player. We were both directly 
ooking at each other at this stage. 

17) Anton then shouted a number of abusive comments in my 
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direction, one of which I clearly recall as being that I was, "Shagging 
BRIDGE'S Missus." I don't recall all what he said, I did not respond to 
these words but his comment was purely intended to illicit a response 
from me. 

18) I then clearly heard Anton say something which ended with the 
words "Calling me a black cunt." I only clearly heard those last few 
words but given the confrontation we had just had a few seconds 
before in the penalty area, the hand gesture I saw and his previous 
comment about "Bridges Missus." this was clearly part of the abuse 
which he directed towards me. 

19) My immediate reaction was that Anton had alleged that I was 
calling him a black cunt, and this was part of a series of insulting 
comments aimed in my direction from Anton. Whilst footballers are 
used to industrial language, using racist terms is completely 
unacceptable whatever the situation. I was completely taken aback by 
this remark as I have never been accused of something like that and I 
did not take his remark lightly at all and took strong offence to his 
suggestion. I have been called a lot of things in my football career and 
outside of football as well, but being accused of making a racist remark 
is not something I have heard before or something I'm prepared to 
accept. 

20) I took objections to his actions and I responded saying something 
like, "Fuck off, fuck off, yeah, yeah, a black cunt, you knob head." My 
words were responsive and not accusatory. My use of these words 
were intended to make it plain I had not called him a black cunt, and 
that in reality Anton was a knob head for even alleging that I had. I felt 
he was accusing me of making a racist remark which is simply not true 
and that's why I told him to fuck off and called him a knob head.

21) His remarks and gestures and however unacceptable relating to 
my private life are not uncommon in today's game and I've become 
somewhat immune to such comments and actions. I have grown used 
to them over the years. Suggesting I'm a racist or prepared to make a 
racist remark is wrong and not something I'm prepared to accept. 

22) A few minutes later the game ended. I exchanged hand shakes 
with some of the QPR players not Anton, and then returned to the 
teams dressing room. 

23) There was an altercation between both sets of players after the 
game in the tunnel. I was not involved in this and I did not believe it 
had anything to do with the incident. 

24) I got showered and changed quickly but then asked one of the 
QPR stewards, "Is Anton still there?" I asked the steward to ask him to 
come and speak to me, the steward went out to get Anton. I then went 
into the bathroom and as I came out Anton was coming into the 
dressing room with the steward. Anton and I made our way to the 
corner of dressing room where I had been sitting and Ashley COLE 
joined us. 

25) There were eight or nine other Chelsea players or staff present but 
in another part of the dressing room. I said to Anton, "Were you 
accusing me of calling you a black cunt?" Those were my exact words. 
He replied, "No not at all." I then said to him, "I thought you were 
accusing me of calling you a black cunt?" He replied, "No, no, no mate 
no." I replied, "Well thank God, that's why I wanted to speak to you 
after as I did not want you to think I was one, that I said it, or one I was 
that way." He responded by saying, "No, we both said things we 
should not have said it's the end of it." I thanked him for coming in, 
shook his hand picked up my wash bag and left him and Ashley 
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together. 

26) As far as I was concerned that was the end of the matter. I felt 
really strongly about this, and wanted it cleared up before I left the 
stadium. If he had felt I had made a racist remark towards him this 
was the ideal time to say so, he did not because he knew it wasn't true. 

27) I never had any previous issues with Anton in the past, I have 
known him and his family for some time through football, we have met 
a few times socially and nothing more than that. 

28) Following my post match conversation with Anton, I thought the 
misunderstanding incident was closed. Some hours later I became 
aware that TV footage was on the Internet showing my response to 
Anton. As a result I released a statement that evening to set up my 
position making it plain that I had not racially abused Anton. Since 
then I've co-operated fully with the FA and intend to assist the police 
with their enquiries into this matter. I am determined to demonstrate 
that I did not racially abuse Anton and that my comment partly caught 
on television footage is out of context. 

29) I emphatically deny that my comment towards Anton was intended 
as a racist insult, I am not a racist. My work for the FA Campaign, Kick 
Racisim Out Of Football, and many other organisations speaks for 
itself. I fully supported team mates past and present, in their efforts to 
promote football and better conditions around the world such as Marcel 
DESZILLY with his African projects. In the same vain I have supported 
Didier DROGBA with his foundation (inaudible) change, providing 
financial and material support in both health and education to people in 
Africa. My commitment to these projects further demonstrates that I'm 
not a racist. And that's signed by Mr. Terry.

Chelsea had a 
couple of players sent off I think you were down to nine men but by the 
end of the game there was a few yellow cards during the game as well. 
This is a question you may not want to answer but do you think the 
game was refereed well? 

You're right. 

It's a question I'm going to ask you though, do you feel that Chelsea 
was treated fairly and the Chelsea players were treated fairly 
throughout the game? 

Very happy, really happy to answer questions very happy to answer 
questions about the incident, plainly you're going to ask questions 
about Mr. Terry's relationship with Anton Ferdinand, before during and 
after no doubt, but given we are here under caution and it's a police 
interview I've got to advise my client to answer questions relevant to 
the offence. But please forgive us but that's simply not relevant and I 
think we all know it. 
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The reason I ask that question is, I wanted to know how you felt going 
down, you're the Chelsea Captain? 

I think being Captain, I think the last four or five years the FA have 
brought the campaign in that the Captains have a better relationship 
with the referee's, I think that's been the case and will continue to be 
the case, so my relationship with the referee which is on the video 
before and I thought it was a penalty and stuff like that, so when things 
are slowed down it's quite easy for us after the event, but when it's at 
the speed it is nowadays it's difficult for them and the players totally 
understand that and I've been the one supporting that campaign from 
the FA for the last four or five years now, and the forefront of that at 
the football club as well. 

The reason I ask that is fair to say, you feel you were on the wrong end 
of that decision, you felt that that was a penalty and then not long after 
that an incident has taken place. I just wanted to know how did you 
feel, has the decisions made by the referee, the way that the game has 
gone, was that effected in the way that you've acted at that point 
onwards? 

No I really don't think that effects players nowadays with the games 
and us playing at the top level this is why you see the difference 
throughout football because certain players can deal with certain 
situations and abuse from the fans and stuff like that, and being able to 
deal with that is part and parcel of today's game. So I think that's what 
separates the good players from the very good and hence why there's 
players for England and sometimes they just don't do it for that. 

You've already mentioned in there that there is industrial language 
during the game which is part and parcel of football, were you on the 
receiving end of more than normal, same as normal during that game?

I'm very sure and they've got a small stadium as well compared to Old 
Trafford who have 70,000, Arsenal Stadium 60,000. On the basis of 
fans and stuff like that it's quite small so when you put it in them terms. 

So the atmosphere has increased, but the noise level are you saying 
that the noise level at QPR is actually lower then that at Old Trafford? 

There's 20,000 and there's 80,000 at Old Trafford then quite clearly 
there's going to be more there then there. 

And from Paragraph 18, you heard the last few words were given in 
confrontation that we had a few seconds before in the penalty area, the 
hand gesture I saw and his previous comment about Bridges Missus, 
this was clearly part of the abuse he directed towards me. So are you 
saying it was one ongoing action from him, he's verbally abused you, 
he's made the hand comment and then he's accused you, or you've 
heard him say calling me a black cunt, is all part of one incident, no 
breaks?
